AND PULSE GROWS WEAKER 


84-Year-Oid Inventor No Longer 
Rouses Momentarily From 
Stupor.

WEST ORANGE. N. J., Oct. 16. 
—The pulse of Thomas A. Edison, 
84 years old, who is lying in a coma 
from which he no longer’ mo- 
mentarily rouses, was becoming 
weaker today. 

“Mr. Edison is in a deep quiet 
sleep,” Dr. Hubert 8S. Howe report- 
ed today in his formal morning 
bulletin. “His pulse is becoming 
weaker, but it is not yet at a crit- 
ical. point.”’ 

Amplifying his written bulletin 
te reporters, Dr. Howe said _ the 
aged inventor was still comatose. 

“The extent of the coma has not 
been determined,” he said, “be- 
cause no effort has. been made to 
arouse him in two days.” 

Dr. Howe said Edison's long fast 
continued and that in the last 24, 
heurs, as for several preceding 
days, he had taken no nourishment 
of any kind.

The prosecutor stressed the relo- 
tionship between the gangster and 
Lawrence P. Mattingly, an attor- 
ney who quoted Capone as saying 
he was willing to settle on the basis 
of a four-year income of $266,000. 

In a power of attorney, giving 
Mattingly the authority to work 
with the Government on a possible 
tax compromise, Capone “ratified 
and confirmed” in advance every- 
thing the lawyer might do, Clawson 
said, so that Mattingly’s statements 
and letters were in effect Capone's. 
Clawson said it was significant that 
Capone himself attended a confer- 
ence with Government. .agents,. thus 
showing that he “knew what was 
going on.” 

‘‘He attended this conference, de- 
spite the fact that he, was told 
‘whatever can be. held against you 
probably will be,’”’ Clawson relat- 
ed. 

The contempt case of Philip 
d’Andrea, bodyguard who. “pro- 
tected’’ Capone with a pistol in 
Federal Court, was continued until 
Monday, Judge ‘Wilkerson said, in- 
terrupting arguments. 

“To Satisfy Public Excitement.”

AKRON ON 2000-MILE CRUISE 
TO TEST SHIP'S ENDURANCE 


Trip of 48 Hours Expected to Be 
Last Before Craft Is Turned 
: Over to Navy.

Burroughs of Rich- 
mond was indicted with the Bishop 
for conspiracy to violate the Ied- 
eral statute. 

Cannon was chairman of the 
Headquarters Committee anti-Smith 


Democrats in the 1928 campaign 
and Miss Burroughs was treasurer, 
Failure to Report Contributions. 

The indictment was based on the 
failure of Cannon and Miss Bur- 
roughs to report.contriputions of 
Edwin C. Jameson, New York cap- 
italist and Repafiblican. Jameson 
gave a total of $65,300 to Cannon. 

The grand jury ruling was 
reached after a brief inquiry cur- 
ing which several witnesses testi- 
fied. With few exceptions they 
were the same witnesses who ap- 
peared in the Senate Campaign 
Funds Committee investigation cf 
the Bishop’s activities. 


# findings of the Senate Commit- 


tee, led by Senator Nyc of North 
Dakota, prompted the grand jury 


action. 
The committee also was given 
evidence that former Senator

CROWD IN PARIS

Minister Is Accompanied by 
18-Year-Old Daughter, 
Who Wishes to See the 
Girls in America. 


By the Associated Press 
AVRE, France, Oct. 16.—Pre- 


mier Pierre Laval, accompanied by 
a staff of financial experts, sailed 
on the liner Ile de France this 
afternoon for -the United States, 
where he will discuss important 
world problems with President 
Hoover. 

Ambassador Walter E. Edge es- 
corted the Premier aboard the 
liner and assured him the United 
States would give him a hearty 
welcome. The Ambassador rode 
down on the train with him from 
Paris. Robert Pell, Edge’s private 
secretary, is accompanying’ the 
Premier as his liaison officer with 
the American press. His other fel- 
low passengers included financial 
experts and staff aids. 

A great crowd was on hand to 
wish Laval farewell when he left 
Paris. All his Cabinet Ministers, 
except Foreign Minister Briand, 
who is in Geneva, were at the sta- 
tion as well as Andre Francois- 
‘Poncet, French Ambassador. to 
Berlin. 

“Aiming at World Peace.” 

Pressed for a statement as sail- 
ing time drew near, Laval replied 
cautiously, “I am convinced I am 
working for Franco-American col- 
laboration, I am aiming at world 
peace.”’ 

Deskworkers, clerks and city of- 
ficials lined the streets from the 
railway station to the city hall, 
where he was both welcomed and 
wished Godspeed. Mayor Leon Mey- 
er of Havre told him he was con- 
fident that France would sacrifice 
nothing while he was at the helm.

The Premier spoke to an inter- 
national radio audience from Paris 
last night, saying the interests of 
nations are so closely intertwined 
that no country can be protected 
from dangers that menace others.

The indictments were returned 
nearly two hours before the regu- 
lar time set by custom at the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Supreme Court, 
The Bishop’s case was the first 
indictment returned by the jury, 
whose 23 members are just begin- 
ning their three months’ term.

The indictments recited the law 
requiring reports of campaign con- 
tributions at certain dates.

A long debate resulted between 
Yoshizawa on one side and all the 
other members except Dr. Sze on 
the other.’

Asserting “Japan has absolutely 
no intention of declaring war on 
China,” a spokesman for the Gov- 
ernment today explained his coun. 
try’s attitude in making an issue 
of efforts to invoke the Kellogg 
pact at Geneva. 

The spokesman said Japan’s at- 
titude was in no way directed at 
America itself and reiterated the 
contention that the Kellogg pact 
applied to a_ situation involving 
war or danger of war. 

He added that Japan thought 
American particpation in the Gen- 
eva conference over Manchuria 
might only delay a solution by en- 
couraging China to refuse to en- 
ter into direct negotiations. 

Japan feels that the people of 
other countries do not realize its 
interests in Manchuria are “a 
matter of life and death.” 

The spokesman further repre- 
sented his country as feeling that 
other nations had not appreciated 
that everything it had dont in the 
present outbreak was in self-de- 
fense. 

“Japan,” he said, “has now 
shown that she actually means 
what she has been saying about 
Manchuria for years and that her 
vital interests there cannot be neg.

COTTON AND WHEAT GIVE U. S. 
FAVORABLE TRADE BALANCE 


September Exports of Two Crops 
Turn Tide; Orient Exception- 
ally Good Customer.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—Cotton 
and wheat saved the United States 
from another unfavorable foreign 
trade balance during September. — 

The two farm crops turned the 
$1,847,716 unfavorable balance of 
August into a favorable one of 
$10,000,000. 

The Orient continued an excep- 
tionadly good customer in Septem- 
ber, taking fully one-third of all 
the cottton shipped and almost half 
the wheat. It also was shown to- 
day at the Department of Com- 
merce that cotton shipments. to- 
taled 558,000 bales, valued at $23,- 
383,000, or more than double the 
amount shipped during August. 
Grain shipments totaled 9,000,000 
bushels valued roughly at $4,500,- 
000. Japan took 162,000 bales of 
cotton during September. Four 
million bushels of wheat went to 
the Orient. Germany took 131,000 
bales of cotton, while Italy took 
40,000:' the United Kingdom 28,000. 
Frence 22,000; other European 
countries 64,000 and all other coun- 
tries 121,000. China has been. a 
heavy buyer of cotton during re- 
cent months. 

The department announced pre- 
liminagy figures of all exports and 
imports showed exports of roundly 
$181,000,000 and imports of $171,- 
000,000, compared with exports of 
$164,821,973 and imports $166,669,- 
689 in August.

Thinks Postponement of Average 
Age of Death Will Result From 
Care in Middle Period. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 16.—In an- 
other. 25 years man may expect, to 
live to 70 as an average age, in- 
stead of to 58 as now, Dr. William 
H. Mayo, head of the Mayo Clinic 
of Rochester, Minn., said in an in- 
terview at the American College of 
Surgeons meeting yesterday. 

“Man,” he said, “tends to de- 
generate. He must take care of 
himself between the ages of 30 and 
50 in order to live to be 70. 

“The idea prevails that if one 
gets a good doctor when one is 
about 58 years old, he has a good 
chance of keeping his health and 
going on living for years. Health, 
however, should be studied and 
taken care of at all times. 

“No new method of treatment 
exists today which can benefit the 
mass of humanity; ‘but by this care 
of health, the individual learning 
more. intelligently 
with the physician, I believe that 
within the next 25 years man may 
come to the age of 70 as the aver- 
age expectancy. I believe this can 
come through his own efforts and 
interest in his health if manifested 
earlier in life.”’

Progressive Conference Report — 
Favors Publicly Owned Utilities 
In Competition With Private Firms

Committee Chairman Richberg Says Crucial 
Question Is Whether Latter Shall Be 
Allowed to Control Government. 


By PAUL Y. ANDERSON, 


Dispatch. | 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—After 


months of study, the Public Utili- 
ties Committee of the Progres- 
sive conference, which met here 
last March, today made its report 
public through the office of Sena- 
tor Norris of Nebraska, chairman 
of the conference. It recommends 
above all, the establishment of pub- 
licly owned and publicly operated 
utilities to compete with private 
systems, for the purpose of deter- 
mining which form of operation is 
more efficient. . 

Several constructive changes are 
recommended in the present system 
of utility regulation, some of which 
have been advocated by the utili- 
ties thmselves; but the report inva- 
riably gets back to the argument 
that public regulation is unsatis- 
factory and ineffective unless sup- 
plemented by public competition. 
This argument is applied to virtual- 
ly every form of public service, 
from railroads to radio. 

The chairman of the committee 
is Donald R. Richberg of Chicago,, 
noted legal authority on public 
utility problems, and includes such 
experts as Morris L. Cooke of 
Philadelphia; Amos Pinchot of New 
York: Prof. Charles E. Merriam of 
Chicago University, Theodore 
Kronshage of Wisconsin, Willis J. 
Spaulding of Springfield, Ill.; Prof. 
James C. Bonbright, Columbia Uni- 
versity: Prof. W. E. Mosher, Syra- 
cuse Umvetsity: Prof. E. W. More- 
house, Northwestern University, 
and a dozen others. 


The Crucial Question. 
Chairman Richberg, in a per- 
sonal statement, expressed the 
opinion that the crucial question 
was not one of rates or service, but 
whether the privately owned utili- 
ties were to be permitted to contro] 


+ the Government. 


“The report,” he said, “shows a 
definite swing of progressive opin- 
ion toward public ownership, but 
the real issue, in my opinion, is 
not between private and public 
ownership as such, but whether we 
shall continue to foster a private 
interest which has grown _ suffi- 
ciently powerful to control politica] 


parties, and, through them, gov- 
ernment itself.” 
The report emphasizes at the 


outset that utility corporations are 
simply private agencies which 
have been authorized to carry on 
public business. Whether they fur- 
nish transportation, light, power, 
communication, heat or water, it 
declares, ‘“‘they are performing a 
function of the state, and the rey- 
enues which they collect and spend 
are essentially taxes, since their 


11 collection is a condition of daily 


subsistence. Pointing out that 
these revenues total $12,000,000.- 
000 a year in the United St-tes, the 
report cc itinues: 
“Public control of all public 
business is essential to self-govern- 
ment. Therefore, when we have 
designated private persons as pub- 
lic agents, and permitted them to 
own and operate public utilities, 
we have sought to retain public 
control by means of Government 
regulation. It has been thought 
that we could avoid a purely po- 
litical control of public utility serv- 
ice by establishing enterprises en- 
dowed with private legal rights, 
coupled with public obligations, 
Growth of Private Rights, 
“The unfortunate result has 
and the decay of public obligations 
in the handling of public business. 
Our efforts at governmental regu- 


have produced the reverse effect of 
private regulation of Government. 
We have nourished a private finan- 
cial interest in the control of Gov- 
ernment that is steadily undermin- 
ing our constitutional safeguards of 
democracy.” 

It will be impossible, the report 
contends, for people to enjoy pros- 
perity “so long as they are com- 
pelled to pay tribute to vast private 
fortunes based on fictitious val- 
ues;” and it will be impossible for 
them “to enjoy self-government 
while they are compelled to con- 
tribute to the corruption of public 
opinion and corporation control of 
public officials.” 

Competition, it says, had always 
been the best method of promoting 
efficiency and preventing profiteer- 
ing, and when private competition 
is destroyed by monopoly, then 
public competition is the last safe- 
guard of the public. 

Pointing out that the bitterest 
opposition to public operation “‘is 
found in the field where it has 
been most effective,” the report 
declares that ‘“‘the lesson is plain: 
public competition is the best form 
of public regulation. The way to 
recapture public control of public 
business is to promote public oper- 
ation of public business.”’ 

For Federal and State Co-operation. 
The report then proceeds to out- 
line a program of legislation. Be- 
ginning with the electrical utilities, 
it states: 
“Both Federal and state regula- 
tion are necessary to control the 
private production and distribution 
of electric power. Federal regula- 
tion of interstate business, through 
a commission having power over 
electrical utilities comparable with 
the power of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission over railroads, 
should be co-ordinated With state 
regulation, so as to preserve, so far

“There are fields of regulation 
in which Federal action alone can 
be- effective. But to meet. the 
varying problems arising in the 
several states, and to provide a 
flexible machinery responsive to 
loca] needs, every reasonable effort 
should be made to strengthen state 
regulation and to avoid coneentrat- 
ing authority in a. single national 
commission with its inevitable tend- 
ency toward cumbersome, slow- 
moving, remote control of parochial 
needs, 

“The Federal and state govern- 
ments should co-operate in estab- 
lishing enterprises for the produc- 
tion and distribution of electric 
power wherever feasible, and 
thereby create standards of service 
and of rates which can be applied 
in regulation of privately owned 
and operated electrical utilities. 

For Public Competition.

“This does not require the politi- 
eal selection of operators, nor the 
use of the .axing power to support 
such enterprises. They should be 
self-supporting, and should be con-

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utilities, but also incapable of ex- 
erting the political pressure now 
being exerted by such private cor- 
porations.” 

Difficulties With Railways. 

Concerning transportation, the 
report says: 

“The regulation of railroads by 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion has been on the whole more 
effective to protect public interests 
than state and municipal regulation 
of local utilities, but it has been 
far from satisfactory. 

‘The Interstate Coimcrce Com- 
mission should be empowered to 
needs of 


the railroads to render adequate 
public service at the lowest prac- 
tical cost, and to fix and distribute 
the charges for transportation serv- 
ices in proportion, so far as possi- 
ble, to their cost, including in that 
cost a fair return upon the invest- 
ment prudently devoted to public 
service. 

“The Federal Government has 
the power to construct or to take 
over public highways. This power 
should be exercised to establish a 
Government railway system, sup- 
plementary to and competitive with 


privately owned railroads, whereby

The report then takes up com- 
munications, declaring that the 
regulation of interstate communi- 
cation by wire or wireless should 
be delegated to a separate Federal 
commission on communications, re- 
lieving the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and the Department 
of Commerce of their functions in 
this regard, and transferring to this 
commisston the duties of the pres- 
ent Federal Radio Commission. 
Proceeding to a discussion of ra- 
dio it goes on: 

“The ‘last great public domain’ 
unoccupied is the air. But prixate 
monopolies of facilities of commu- 
nication are extending their efforts 
to gain a practical control of this 
domain for communication enter- 
prises. 

For Control of Radio. »* 


“The Federal commission should 
be given plenary control over radio 
and all other wireless methods of 
communication. In order to pre- 
serve the freedom of the air, this 
commission should be forbidden ‘o 
create or grant any rights which 
may become vested in private per- 
sons to control channels of com- 
munication.

“The commercial use of the air 
and all commercial interests in the 
air should be made secondary to 
the public use, and to the mainten- 
ance of free access to the air by 
private individuals and noncom- 
mercial organizations, who have al- 
ready contributed greatly to the de- 
velopment of radio. 

“The use of patents and other 
means of creating private monopo- 
lies of air communication should 
be limited by law so as to make 
possible that public control over 
all means and avenues of commu- 
nication necessary to enforce a 
public policy of preserving and en- 
couraging the greatest possible 
noncommercial use of the air.” 


Would Limit Profit, 


Finally, the report declares: 

“A definite legal limit should be 
imposed on individual gain out of 
public business. The amount of 
income which an individual should 
be permitted to obtain and retain 
out of participation in ownership 
or management of a public utility 
should be limited, by appropriate 
state and Federal legislation, to a 
generous compensation for actual 
personal service and a moderate 
compensation for actual investment. 

‘Such a limitation might destroy 
a strong incentive to private inter- 
est in public services—the hope of 
speculative gain, but this incentive 
is unalterably hostile to the public 
interest, and draws into public 
business persons poorly qualified 
for positions of public trust. To 
alienate such private interests 
would raise the level of public work 
and would promote a fairer compe- 
tition in public business, which has 
the object, not of making money, 
but of rendering service.” .

Correspondence Shows Failure 
of Effort to Separate Aus- 
tria From Germany. 


By the pores Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16 dle 
hour efforts of neutral America for 
@ separate Austro-Hungarian peace 
today were written into World War 
history. 

Germany's peace price two 
months Before the United States 
declared war included “a slice of 
France” and general indemnities 
from all the allies, according to a 
report to the State Department in 
February, 1917, by Ambassador 
James W. Gerard and made pub- 
lic in a volume of diplomatic cor- 
respondence. 

“The attempt which followed to 
bring about peace by working 
through Austria-Hungary appeared 
as an alternative to falling in with 
the German proposal,” the depart- 
ment said, of the correspondence. 
“The episode forms part of the 
general effort in December, 1916, 
and early months of 1917 to bring 
about peace before being forced 
into the war by Germany's re- 
newal of unrestricted submarine 
operations.” 

Germany’s Offer. 

In January, Germany was offer- 
ing at Berlin and Washington to 
call off the submarine blockade if 
the President would bring about 
a peace basis acceptable to Berlin. 
Gerard advised his Government 
that German Chancellor Zimmer- 
mann on Jan. 31 “gave me a reck- 
less submarine note.” He further|} 
reported: 

“He sald © © © that he 
hoped the President would stay 
quiet for two months in which 
time he was sure they could by 
submarine war compel England to 
ask for terms; that Lloyd George 
was a wild man and was now the 
real head of the entente; that if 
peace was not made there would 
be an exhausted Europe and that 
then we would be confronted by 
Japan and the yellow races.” 

Four days later Gerard quoted 
Germany’s peace price. On the 
same day the Austro-Hungarian 
Foreign Minister, Count Czernin, 
indicated a desire for peace in a 
note to President Wilson. 

The President acted in the belief 
that ‘‘peace is intensely desired by 
the Teutonic Powers and much 
more by Austria than any of her 
allies.” Lloyd George agreed to 
accept a peace commission on pro- 
posals generally safeguarding the/|§& 
integrity of Austro-Hungary. 

Austria Declined Peace. 

But Czernin, when twice  ap- 
proached-+by Ambassador Frederic 
Penfield of the United States, re- 
fused to negotiate for a separate 
peace. 

“It is absolutely out of the ques- 
tion to separate Austria-Hungary! ¥§# 
from her allies, the Minister asserts 
with emphasis,” Penfield refforted. 

This definite rejection was re- 
ceived on March 13, less than a 
month from the declaration of war/|I 
by the United States, on April 6. 


HISTORY OF THE WORLD TOLD 
IN MAPS AND 30,900 WORDS 


Mural Decorations Feature of New 
Educational Building Forum in 
Harrisburg, Pa. 


By the Arsociated Press. 
HARRISBURG, Pa., Oct. 16.—The 


history of the world has been writ- 
ten by Eric Gugler, New York ar- 
tist, on the semi-circular wall of 
the New Educational Building 
forum in about 30,000 words. 

This tabloid history starts with 
the ancient occidental civilizations 
and with the beginnings of orien- 
tal civilization. In groups of seven 
between mural maps illustrating 
the history, it continues complete 
to August, 1914. 

The chronological tables place 
emphasis on social and philosophi- 
cal history rather than political. 
Depicted are the Egyptian, Baby- 
lonian, Chaldean, Sassonian, Greco- 
Roman civilizations, and Chinese, 
Aryan, Indian, Japanese, Korean, 
Mongolian, early Turkish and Mos- 
‘lem cultures. 

The maps are $5 feet wide by 
20 feet high. Sea is depicted in 
black. The countries are in warm 
light tans, pinks and greens. More 
than 1000 stars are depicted in 
crystal glass. 

The educational building is to be 
dedicated Nov. 4. The forum, seat- 
ing 2000 persons, was destroyed by 
fire when nearing completion a 
year ago. It is built along classic 
Greek lines. Each of the 2000 
seats is visible from every other 
seat, 

The total cost of the new build- 
ing, including the work that had 
to be done twice because of the 
fire, is estimated at $4,200,000. 
Actual construction required more 
than two years.

Director Brooks in Address to 
Safety Congress Cites Statistics 
to Prove His Assertion.

“It would appear that in ordep 
to have the child safe at home we 
must reach the parents,” Brooks 
said. He spoke of the Home 
Safety Division of the St. Louis 
Safety Council which conducts 
educational activities for parents.

The discovery was made with the 
aid of a spectroscope, the same in- 
strument which astronomers use to 
detect the substances of which 
stars are made. With this same 
instrument, Prof. Papish discov- 
ered that in the slag heaps of 
smelters there is plenty of the once 
fare element, germanium.

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SPRINGFIELD GRAFT 
INQUIRY POSTPONED 


U. S. Grand Jurors Held Sub- 
ject to Recall Dec. 14 in 
Missouri City.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Oct. 16.— 
Judge Albert L. Reeves has excused 
the grand jury in U. S. District 
Court here, cubject to recall for 
further service—Dec. 14. The jury 
created considerable surprise by re- 
opening the investigation into al- 
leged official corruption in Spring- 
field. 

District Attorney W. L. Vande- 
venter, who has directed the in- 
quiry since it began early in 1929, 
informed Judge Reeves that the 
grand jury would have no further 
report to make at this time, but 
that he would like to have the 
members subject to recall Dec. 14, 
when Mayor Thomas Gideon is 
scheduled to go on trial again on 
charges of conspiracy to violate the 
liquor laws. The Mayor's convic- 
tion on this charge in October, 
1930, was set aside by the U. S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals and the 
case was remanded for a new trial. 

Pike Called by Grand Jury. 

Among those who were called by 
the grand jury yesterday were G. 
C. Pike, Mayor Gideon's former 
Chief of Police, who recently was 
released from Leavenworth prison, 
where he served a sentence for 
liquor conspiracy. Others who wait- 
ed outside the jury room were Mrs. 
Pike, eight city policemen, Mayor 
Gideon’s former “special investi- 
gator” and a Captain of the Fire 
Department here. After hearing 
the witnesses, the grand jury ad- 
journed without returning any new 
indictments. 

Floyd Milton of Taney County 
was convicted by a jury of posses- 
sion of a still and manufacture and 
possession of liquor. Judge Reeves 
sentenced him to two years in 
Leavenworth prison and fined him

THREE MEN REFUSE TO SERVE 
IN DREISER’S MINE INQUIRY 


Two College Presidents and Pastor 
of Kentucky Won’t Go to 
Harlan, 

By the Aesociated Press. 

HARLAN, Ky., Oct. 16.—-Theo- 
dore Dreiser, the novelist, has invit- 
ed 14 prominent men, _ including 
four United States Senators, to come 
to Harlan County, scene of coal 
mine disorders which have claimed 
several lives, next month to investi- 
gate what Dreiser calf a “frightful 
reign of terror imposed by thugs 
and jailbirds.”’ 

Three Kentuckians received in- 
vitations, but all three declined. 
They were Dr. William Hutchins, 
president of Berea College; Dr. Ar- 
thur Braden, president of Transyl- 
vania College, and Dr. A. W. For- 
tune, Disciples of Christ minister of 
Lexington. 

Dr. Hutchins telegraphed Drelser 
he did not think the “proposed in- 
vestigation would achieve the de- 
sired result.” The other two said 
they were not familiar with the 
situation. 

In reply to Dreiser's charges cf 
terrorism and denial of constitu- 
tional, civil and human rights to 
miners, Circuit Judge D. C. Jones 
said they were “absolutely a bunch 
of bunk.” Trials of many miners 
charged with murder as a result of 
the disorders were transferred to 
other counties by Judge Jones, on 
the ground the defendants would 
not receive fair trials in Harlan 
County. 

Judge Jones and Sheriff J. H. 
Blair said they would welcome any 
investigation by the novelist’s com- 
mnittee and said the accusation that 
Harlan County was “an armed 
camp full of legalized gunmen” 
would be proved “false and ridicu- 
lous.”

~ STIRS NEW INTEREST 


Story of Old Drinking Glass 
Recalled by Approach of 
Anniversary. 


Gees 


By the Associated Press. 

COBURG, Germany, Oct. 16.— 
The approaching celebration of the 
700th anniversary of the death of 
St. Elizabeth has reawakened in- 
terest in a historic relic, once the 
property of Martin Luther. 

St. Elizabeth's drinking glass, a 
vessel of heavy smoked glass at- 
tributed to Egyptian workmanship, 
is one of the most prized items in 
the art collection of the Princes 
of Coburg in the historic castle ot 
Veste Coburg. It is adorned with 
an ornamental design and stands 
on an irregular base. 

Louis IV, Landgrave of Thur- 
ingia, brought it back from a cru- 
sade and gave it to Elizabeth, his 
wife. When she was driven from 
their castle, the Wartburg in Ei- 
senach, by her brother-in-law after 
her husband’s death, the glass was 
left behind. 

Later the glass came into the 
possession of Elector Frederick the 
Wise of Wittenberg, who  be- 
queathed it to Matrin Luther. The 
leader of the Reformation gav 
to the owner of Veste Coburg in 
appreciation of the hospitality ex- 
tended to him when on his way to 
the Diet of Augsburg. It has re- 
mained in Veste Coburg ever since. 

Elizabeth, who devoted her last 
years and fortune to caring for the 
poor, was canonized by Pope Greg- 
ory IX shortly after her death, 
Nov. 19, 1231. 

One of the legends of her piety 
is the story of the miracle of the 
roses. Her husband, seeing her 
with a huge bundle of bread in- 
tended for the poor, sought to rep- 
rimand her for her lavish giving. 
At his demand she opened the 
package. The bread had turned 
to roses, 

Elizabeth is the heroine of Wag- 
ner’s opera, ‘‘Tannhauser.”’

Prison reform workers have bombarded 
the press and public with considerable non- 
sense about antiquated prisons. — 

Speaking as one who has done various 
bits in these ‘“‘antiquated hell holes,” I here- 
with declare that they didn’t destroy me 
mentally, morally and physically. I acquired 
an education in them, I learned self-disci- 
pline in them, and the hard, laborious toil 
to which the old rough-riding wardens sub- 
jected me has left me with the constitution 
of an ox. At 45 I am as hard as nails and 
heir to none of the common Uls of man. 

Before the prison reform workers became 
active, a 20-year term meant 16 years and 
eight months; a lU-year term meant eight 
years and four months, and a five-year term 
meant four years and two months. Two 
months per year was the time allowance for 
good conduct. There were no life terms for 
fourth, fifth or sixth offenders, of whom 
there were many and are today. It fre- 
quently happened that a first or second of- 
fender was dealt with more severely than 
an old offender. 

Then came the era of the new penology 
and criminology, with prison reform work- 
ers, parole. boards, shorter sentences and 
more liberal allowances for good conduct. 
Under the regime of the reformers, a 20- 
year man got one mov-th off the f.rat yeoer, 
two off the second, three off the third. four 
off the fourth year and four off every year 
thereafter up to 20, making a 20-year term 
13 years and 10 months. [ater on the re- 
formers succeeded in obtaining more lib- 
eral allowances. 

Then courageous and far-seeing men, like 
Baumes of New York and Sadler of Illinois, 
got their heads together and worked out 
some mighty good laws. They said that all! 
fourth offenders should be labeled habitual 
criminals and isolated for life. They said 

a 20-year term should mean 20 times 365 
days, with no allowance for good conduct. 
They said that there should be fewer pa- 
roles for first, second and third offenders. 

I was, and still am, heartily in accord with 
Mr. Baumes and his associates. I always 
have believed that crime waves could only 
be stopped by putting away for ai] time 
the people who create crime waves. I al- 
ways have believed that the crook who de- 
mands rewards for good behavior should 
learn how to behave himself outside, where 
the rewards are infinitely more substan. 
tial. I have always believed that severe 
punishment is a deterrent, because I have 
been deterred by severe punishment.

Oregon Halfback 
Ruled Ineligible 
By Coast Board

PORTLAND, Ore., Oct. 16.— 
Faculty representatives of the Pa- 
cific Intercollegiate Conference an- 
nounced today, that Joe Lillard, 
University of Oregon Negro half- 
back, was inel'gible to play col- 
lege football and said eligibility 
rules would be tightened. 

The decision was based upon 
evidence presented by Jonathan 
Futler, athletics commissioner. 

Prof. W. B. Owens of Stanford, 
president of the conference, issued 
a formal statement after a meet- 
ing of represen atives of the 10 
schools here setting forth that Lil- 
lard “had played under an as- 
sumed name.” 

While the statement did not 
identify the sport in which he took 
part, {t was known generally that 
Lillard played semi-professional 
baseball with the Gilkerson col- 
ored Giants. 

The action ended a ‘“‘gentlemen’s 
agreement” under which North- 
west members of the conference 
had ignored semi-professional base- 
ball activities on the part of their 
athletes. 

Some of those attending’ the 
meeting were of the opinion that 
several outstanding athletes could 
be declar«d ineligible with rigid en- 
forcement of the conference rule.

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“SUNSHINE VITAMIN [CELERY CABBAGE AND 
FOUND IN' BREAD} PARSNIP ALSO RETURN 


Two More Vegetables Back in 


Expert Explains Importance to 


Health of Yeast-Raised 
Bread. 


Bread is a very old subject, and 
vitamin a very new one to most 
women, but it is a very good thing 
to know that one of the most im- 


portant of all vitamins, ‘‘The Sun- 


shine Vitamin,” with its tremendous 


health-giving properties is found 


in yeast-raised bread. 
Dr. E. V. McCollum, Ph. D. 8c 


D., of the School of Hygiene and 


Public Health of Johns Hopkins 
University, explains this as follows: 


‘There is a widespread idea that 


researches on vitamins are a com- 
development,

“As a matter of fact, for more 
than 2000 years medical men have 
nature of 


given thought to the 
foods and the requirements of nu- 
trition. _ : 

“Even the conception of vitamins 
—substances which are required in 
but small amounts and which un- 
til recently were too elusive for 
chemical study—dates back ap- 
proximately 150 years, when James 
Lind, a surgeon in the British Navy, 
matured his studies on a disease 
called scurvy. ; 

What Are Vitamins? 

‘Vitamin is a term used to indi- 
cate certain health-giving and 
disease-preventing elcments which 
exist in many foods. They are now 
recognized as substances apart 
from the usual proteins, fats, car- 
bohydrates and minerals and are 
virtually necessary for the proper 
use of these food elements by the 
body. In other words, the human 
body must get a sufficient amount 
of vitamins in order to grow prop- 
erly and be healthy.” 

“Practically all our present 
knowledge of vitamins has come in 
the last 30 or 40 years. During the 
early years of the twentieth cen- 
tury scientists established in their 
experiments that proper growth 
was impossible unless certain in- 
gredients, then unknown, were 
present in the diet. 
this line of research, it was estab- 

lished that these growth vitamins 
and the health vitamins were the 
same.”’ 

“The recognition that there were 
vital elements in fresh fruits and 


vegetables goes back nearly 300 
years.” 
“Today the scientific world 


knows of six vitamins, each of 
which has a distinct benefit in the 
diet. ‘These vitamins aré identi- 
fied as A, B,C, D, EandG. Vita- 
min D is the most recently dis- 
covered vitamin and also the first 
of the entire series to reveal its 


Following up | 


chemical nature. Unlike the other 
vitamins, very little of it is found 
in foods.” 
The “Sunshine Vitamin.” 
“The main source of vitamin D 
is exposure to the rays of the sun, 


hence the name of “sunshine vita- 
min.” Until the re 2nt perfection 
of the process for supplying vita- 
min D in bread, there were few 
other sources. Codliver oil is the 
only other important source fur- 
nished by nature.” 

“Few realize the importance of 
having eaten yeast-raised bread. 
When we raise our bread with 
yeast in preparation for baking, we 
are manufacturing, as the yeast 
multiplies, the mother substance of 
vitamin D. This is called ergosterol. 
Ergosterol was first Ciscovered in 
the oil of ergot, a smut which 
grows on rye if it is too wet at 
harvest time, but yeast likewise 
contains a generous amount in 
terms of our need. While there is 
a@ very small amount of ergosterol 
in many of our vegetable foods, this 
amount is perilously small.” 

“We are constantly eating some 
ergosterol in the yeast in our 
bread. ‘is is not the vitamin D, 
but can be converted into it. We 
absorb the ergecsterol and it is dis- 
tributed by the blood to all parts 
of the body including the _ skin. 
When the sun shines on the skin, it 
converts some of the ergosterol 
into vitamin D; this is taken up by 
the tiny blood vessels in the skin 
and distributed throughout’. the 
body. The eating of ergosterol fol- 
lowed by exposurc of the skin to 
sunshine is the equivalen’ of taking 
cod liver oil.’’

PLANNING THE MENU: 
RECIPES FOR WEEK 


Veal Birds Suggested for Sun- 
day Dinner; Apple Compote 
One of the Week’s Sweets. 


Veal birds give a change on Sun- 
day in the menus published else- 
where in this section. These are 
not really birds, as the name im- 
plies, but small rolls of lean veal 
filled with a highly seasoned stuf- 
‘fing and then fricaseed. When 
se: ved on small pieces of toast with 
a rich brown gravy, they resemble 
both in appearance and (flavor 


small birds. Use thin sliced veal 
cutlets or slices from the rump. It 
will take about one and one-quarter 
pounds for four good servings. 
Trim the meat, flatten the slices 
with a rolling pin until they, are 
not more than an eighth of an inch 
thick. 

Cut in pieces about three inches 
wide by five inches long, spread 
with a well-seasoned stuffing and 
roll up firmly. Fasten with two 
toothpicks or tie around with 
string. Roll in flour, sprinkle with 
salt afid pepper and brown in a 
little hot fat. Put all the “birds” 
together in a deep, rather small 
saucepan, add a small onion, sliced, 
one-half teaspoon salt and three- 
quarters cup water. Simmer, closely 
covered, for 40 minutes, add half 
cup thin cream or,evaporated milk 
and cook 20 minutes longer. Re- 
move the meat to slices of toast, 
strain the gravy, add one-half cup 
sliced mushrooms and thicken with 
a little flour, then pour around the 
meat before serving. 

Roast beef is suggested for Mon- 
day night, with some of the cold 
meat minced on toast for Tuesday, 
and the remains combined with 
beef or veal or pork kidney to make 
a beef and kidney pie for the third 
night. Kidney is a good source of 
vitamins and, when properly 
cooked, is delicate in flavor and 
texture. A five-pound roast should 
be enough for a family of four for 
the meals suggested. 

Apple Compote. 

Mix one and one-half cups sugar 
with one and one-quarter cups wa- 
ter, add three whole cloves and a 
thin strip of lemon or orange peel 
and boil for five minutes. Peel and 
core four large, firm cooking ap- 
ples. Add one tablespoon red cin- 
namon candies to the hot syrup or 
color with a little red coloring. 
Drop the apples in the syrup and 
simmer for 20 minutes or until the 
apples are tender and a pretty red 
in color. Remove from the syrup 
and place in serving dishes. Soak 
two teaspoons plain gelatine in 
one-quarter cup cold water for five 
minutes, then stir into the hot 
syrup. When gelatine is dissolved, 
strain mixture over apples and set 
aside to cool and stiffen. Garnish 
with a spoonful of whipped cream | 
or evaporated milk. Serve well | 
chilled. 

Quince Marmalade. 
Wash eight good-sized 
quinces, cut in half and then in 
thick slices. Put in a pan and add 
cold water to just cover. Cover the 
pan and cook slowly until the fruit 
is tender. Rub through, a coarse 
strainer and measure the pulp and 
juice. Add an equal amount of 
sugar and stir over a slow fire until 
the sugar is dissolved. Boil for 30 
minutes, stirring frequently, and 
when the mixture is thick as heavy 
cream, remove from the fire. Cool 
slightly and pour into jelly glasses 
or crocks. Makes about six half 
pints of marmalade. 
four apples and four quinces may 
be used instead of ail quinces. This 
is delicious with hot biscuits or 
muffins, with griddle cakes or waf- 
fles or as an accompaniment to hot 
pork.

Broccoli. 
Broccoli is one of the best liked 
vegetables, though it has not been 
generally used until the last few 
years. It is usually bunched now 
for market and is sold in one or two 
pound bunches. If well headed, a 
pound bunch will’ make four servy- 
ings; if the heads are small, a larg- 
er bunch will be needed. Soak the 
broccoli in cold water for 30 min- 
utes before cooking. Remove the 
coarsest stalks and largest leaves. 
Cook the broccoli in boiling salt 
water for 20 minutes, then drain 
and serve with melted butter or'! 
with hollandaise sauce. 

Southern Corn Bread. 

Mix two cups corn meal with 
one - half teaspoon salt, one tea- 
spoon baking soda and one teaspoon 
sugar. Beat the yolks of two eggs 
and mix with two cups sour milk 
or buttermilk. Stir into the*corn 
meal and stir in one-fourth cup 
melted butter or shortening. Mix 
well, fold in the stiffly beaten whites 
of two eggs and pour into a well 
greased baking dish about two 
inches deep,

minutes. Serve from the dish, or 
cool slightly and cut in squares and 
remove to a hot dish. 

Figs and Oranges. 

Serve chilled canned figs with a 
tablespoon or more of orange juice 
on each portion. They make a de- 
licious breakfast fruit. Or slice an 
orange and combine with the figs. 


Vegetable Salad. 
Any combination of cold cooked 
vegetables may be used, with a 
dressing, to make a salad, or cook- 
ed vegetables may be combined 
with uncooked vegetables. A deli- 
cious salad is made by mixing 
equal parts cold boiled lima beans, 
string beans, potatoes, sliced or 
diced, and chopped celery, with one 
tablespoon, each, chopped onion 
and sweet pickle.

MEAT ADVICE FROM 
GOVERNMENT BUREAU 


These are good times to remem- 
ber that the cheaper cuts of meat 
properly cooked are just as appe- 
tizing, and possess as great a nu- 
tritive value, as the expensive cuts. 
The Bureau of Home Economics of 
the U. 8. Department of Agricul- 
ture in Washington, has recently 
issued a booklet dealing with cook- 
ing cuts of cured pork, including 
the inexpensive smoked shoulder. 

Other booklets offer recipes for 
cooking various lamb cutg and a 
number of inexpensive meat dish- 
es. These may be bought from the 
bureau for five cents each, and 
will be found helpful in planning 
family meals. 


Broiled Canned Peaches. 

Drain halves of large canned 
peaches from the sirup, place in «a 
shallow baking dish, pit side up, 
pour over them a squall quantity of 
melted butter and add a very little 
salt.

Italian Ravioli, Tomato Sauce, 
and Tuna Fish Combination 
Recipes. 


For this week’s foreign recipes 
we draw from Italy, and call our 


readers’ attention to ravioli, which 
is one of the most popular dishes 
of that country. 

It is not nearly as well known to 
Americans as Italian recipes for 
spaghetti or macaroni, but it is 
very good prepared with cheese, 
meats or vegetables. 

Ravioli filled with spinach and 
cheese and served with tomato 
sauce makes an inexpensive, well- 
balanced and wholesome meal. To 
make it put two and one-half cups 
flour on a bread board and make 
a hole or “well” in the center. 
Break two eggs into the well, add 
three tablespoons cold water and 
one-half teaspoon salt and work 
the mixture to a= stiff paste. 
Sprinkle the board well with flour 
and roll the paste very thin. Let 
stand ‘for 15 minutes or so to dry 
out, 

Cook one quart. of spinach, drain 
and chop very fine. Season with 
salt, pepper, 
and a dash of nutmeg. Next add 
one cup cottage cheese. Mix well 
and put small spoonfuls of the 
mixture across the lower half cf 
paste about two inches apart. Fold 
over the upper half of the paste to 
cover the cheese and spinach mix- 
ture. Cut into squares with the 
filling in the center of each square. 
Press the edges .firmly together. 
Drop the squares into boiling water 
or soup stock and simmer for 12 
to 15 minutes. Drain, serve hot 
with tomato sauce and grated Par- 
mesan cheese. : 

Ravioli Sauce. 

Cook one tablespoon chopped 
raw ham, one small chopped onion 
and one tablespoon minced parsely 
in three tablespoons olive oil for 
three minutes. Add three table- 
spoons tomato paste mixed with one 
cup boiling water and boil for five 
minutes. Thicken slightly with one 
tablespoon flour mixed with a lit- 
tle cold water. Strain, season to 
taste and serve hot. A sliver of 
garlic is often cooked in with the 
onion. , 

Spaghetti and Tuna Fish. 

A sort of stew of spaghetti and 
tuna fish is another Italian dish. 
Cook. one-half pound spaghetti in 
boiling water for 10 minutes, then 
drain. Remove tuna fish from a 
pound can, cut in pieces and put 
in a frying pan with the oil from 
the can. Heat for five to eight 
minutes, add one tablespoon 
minced parsley, a sliver of garlic, 
one and one-half cup tomato puree, 
salt and pepper to season and half 
a shredded green pepper. Cover 
and cook slowly for 15 minutes. 
Add to the drained spaghetti and 
mix with a fork until well blended. 
Reheat if necessary:

GRAPEFRUIT AGAIN 


Grapefruit season is 
again. 
that are heavy in proportion to 
their size, and ones that have a 
relatively thin skin. A light weight, 
thick-skinned grapefruit will have 
little juice. Medium-sized grape- 
fruit are usually to be preferred to 
very large ones, 

Remember that grapefruit juice, 
squeezed and slightly sweetened, is 
as good as Orange juice for break- 
fast, and offers a welcome change 
when used occasionally in that 
way. Grapefruit in salad, either 
alone or with other fruits, is deli- 
cious served with French dressing 
in which there is a liberal dash 
of paprika. 


BUTTERSCOTCH PIE 


Cream four tablespoons butter, 
add gradually five tablespoons 
flour, then add three-fourths cup 
brown sugar mixed with two egg 
yolks slightly beaten and one-half 
teaspoon of'salt. Scald two cups 
milk, add two tablespoons carame] 
Syrup and add gradually to the 
above mixture. Return to double 
boiler and cook five or 10 minutes, 
stirring constantly until 
thickens and afterwards occasion- 
ally. 

Cool, put in baked crust and 
cover with meringue. Brown in 
oven. Caramel syrup is made by 
heating one-half cup sugar until it 
is melted or caramelized. then add- 
ing one-third cup boiling water and 
letting it boil until a thick syrup is 
formed. 


CHOCOLATE MACAROONS 


Three egg whites, one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt, one cup ground choco- 
late, one-half cup chopped walnuts, 
one cup sugar, one-half cup lemon 
extract. 

Beat egg whites until stiff. Stir 
sugar, chocolate and salt (sifted to- 
gether). Add walnuts, cocoanut, 
flavoring. Drop by teaspoonful on 
greased paper on baking sheetk. 
Put.one walnut meat on top of 
each. Bake in slow oven 15 or 20 
minutes. Makes four dozen maca- 
roons,

There has been a large crop and 
there are still many tomatoes in the 
market, so eat the fresh ones as 
long as possible, and then begin on 
canned tomatoes.

Government Bureau Recom- 
mends Making and Frequent 
Use of Cabbage Product. 


Ss 


With the approach of the season 
for making sauerkraut the Bureau 
of Home Economics of the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
calls attention to its place in the 
low cost diet. The manufactured 
product ranges in price from about 
5 to 10 cents a quart, depending on 
whether it is purchased in bulk or 
in cans. The homemade product 
costs even less. Since one quart of 
sauerkraut is sufficient to serve 
five persons, it is a very inexpen- 
sive vegetable. 

Sauerkraut is wholesome and ap- 
petizing the Bureau states. It is 
valuable, primarily, as an addition- 
al leafy vegetable product for win- 
ter when the diet of most persons 
consists too largely of concentrated 
forms of food. Because of chem- 
ical changes which take place in 
the process of fermentation’ the 
flavor is decidedly different from 
raw cabbage. In fact, many per- 
sons find sauerkraut the more 
palatable of the two for this reason. 
Sauerkraut has little nutritive val- 
ue as measured by calories but it 
supplies several of the _ essential 
minerals necessary for human nu- 
trition. 
Sauerkraut does not furnish as 


raw cabbage. But is a fair source 
of all three of these elements which 
are essential for resistance to bac- 
terial infection and for mainten- 
ance of appetite and growth. 
Almost any variety of cabbage 
may be used for making sauerkraut 
but the slow growing and solid- 
headed varietiés are preferable. 
The cabbage should be fully ma- 
tured before it is cut, otherwise 
the product will show defects in 
color and texture. 3 

Stone jars make the best con- 
tainers for flome-made sauerkraut. 
After the cabbage is shredded, it is 
placed in the jars alternately with 
thesalt. The cabbage should be 
packed firmly in the jar, covered 
with a clean cloth and a board or 
plate on which is placed a weight 
heavy enough to cause the brine to 
come up to the cover. 

The jar should be kept at a tem- 
perature of about 86 degrees Far- 
enheit so that fermentation can 
take place, a process which _ re- 
quires about 10 days. 
should be skimmed off as it forms, 
since it tends to destroy the acid- 
ity. _ 
The bureau advises against the 
danger of exposing the sauerkraut 
after it is made for it is not im- 
pervious to contamination, although 
many persons think itis. If it can 
be stored in a cool place it may not 
be necessary to do more than keep 
the surface skimmed and protected 
from insects. Otherwise, the jars 
should be sealed by pouring a lay- 
er of hot paraffin over the surface. 
Another way of keeping the sauer- 
kraut is to pack it in glass jars and 
add enough of the brine to com- 
pletely fill the jars. _
